Other Cambodians are In 
.training at Chi' Lang, In tho 
shadow of the Sevtm Sisters 
Mountnlna, along the Cambo- 
dian border 125 miles souUlwcst 
of Saigon, and at Due My, nctii; 
Son.' About 10,000 Camho- 
., dlanioldlors wore sent to South 
Vlefaam for training nnd 
approximately 3.000 of ihcm 
have completed the course of 
Instruction and returned home. 

SU battalions of Cambodian 
regulars were sent to SouUi 
Vietnam for o f|vo.wcok. 
refereahcr course. Tlio rest of . 
. the Cambodians woro recruits, 
who arc given -an olght-woek 
training course. 

Receive Leadership Course 

In addition to the recrpit and 
refresher course at Chi Lang 
and Cambodian non-commls- 
sloned officers are undergoing 
leadership training ot Lam Son, 
largest of the throe Cambodian 
training programs. 

Ihe first battalion of Cambo- 
dian regulars brought wlUi 
them their AK47 and SKS rifles 
and nns light machine guns, 
provided to ^Cnmbodiii. 
Communist China and tho' 
Soviet Union before the fall last 
March IB of Prince Norodom 
Slhawtulc, 

But the rest of tho Cambo- 
dians, recruits and regulars, 
have arrived with little more 
than the clothes on lhelr backs. 
The South VleUinmcso army 
provides them with weapons 
and equipment. 

Where this equipment comes 
from Is something of a 
mystery. 

At Oil Long the Cambodian 
regulars arc issued U.S.- 
manufocturcd M2 carbines in 
mint condition. South Vietna- 
mese officers at Chi Lang sny 
the weapons come from IV 
Corps headquarters at Can Tho, 
80 miles southwest of Snigon. 

.. Advisers Deny Knowledge 

U.S. advisers at Oil Lang and 
Can Iho deny any knowledge of 
the source of the weapons, but 
one U.S. officer said, "The 
South Vietnamese luid a lot of 
surplus M2 carbbies left after 
theh' regional and popular 
>- forces units were rc-cquippcd 
with MI6 riacs." 

Hie Cambodians— volunteers 
all— have an eogcmcss not 
apparent among cither South 
Vlebiamosc or Amortcan con- 
scripts. 

As they march, Uicy sing 
Cambodian war songs. "Ihcy 
■ecm happy for soldiers goUig 
through basic traUilng," o U.S. 
adviser said. "But you don't 
create ' a first-class army 
overnight. II has taken us years 
and billions of dollars lo do that 
In South Vietnam and the ' 
results arc Just beginning to 
pay off after nearly 10 years."

I don't like tlus 
huge corporations that record 
companies have become, and 
their obvious political affilia- 
tions.

exiresaes an opinion as well as 
music to them, la part of their 
life ityle.

young people fought polico for 
three nights last wook. Tlioy 
used rocks, bottles and Molotov 
cocktails, and before it was 
over 5M of thorn had been 
arrested. 

Now tile townspeople and 
th'elr children are focing tlio Job 
of putting the situation back In 
order. 

It wtU not be easy, they 
disagree on what tlie new order 
should be. 

The roots of the trouble go 
deep. It was three yeors ago 
that "hippie" elements began 
gathering In Itoyal Oak's 
Memorial Park. 

Hiey had been chased from 
their earlier hangouts along the 
Koyal Oak "strip" when drive- 
in restaurants hired guards to 
curb roudyism and car racing. 
Word Spreads 
And when a youth group was 
given permission to show 
underground motion pictures hi 
the park, word spread that 
young people were welcome. 

One of 15 undercover, hlpple- 
garbod policemen who infiltrat- 
ed the group this summer 
described Memorial Park as "a 
whole lot different tlian most 
people think. 

"Iliere's no talk of Vietnom 
or politics or even confronta- 
tiona with the 'pigs,"' he said. 
"MosUy, the Uda gel In lltUo 
groups, pass a pipeful of grass 
and compare notes on who has 
tlie best narcotics contacts and 
recent drug trips they have

The residents of these af- 
Ouent southern Oakland County 
suburbs are concerned citizens, 
active In community affairs. 
Many helped organize New 
Detroit Inc. to help rebuild and 
rovitalize the Inner City after 
Detroit's 1967 riot. 
. But when violcnco struck, it 
was their kids throwing the 
rocks-not ' Inner City black 
youths. 

. Drug Problem 

One of tlie problems with the 
pnrk gatliorlngfl was drug use, 
ospoclnlly Uio use of "hard" 
drugs. Tho "kids" know that, 
nnd they also know it was part 
of Uio reason police closed their 
playground. 

But they have some ideas 
about what must be done. 

"We want tlie right to police 
ourselves from witliin," said a 
press release from the 
"People's Defense Committee," 
a loosely organized group .of 
young people who frequented 
Memorial Fork. 

"Our whole purpose Is to get 
it together, to decide what wc 
want to do," Dove Wright, 17, 
one of the organizers, said. 

Wright was one of several 
young peoplo who met Friday 
with Birmingham Mayor RuUi 
McNomoe and .Royal Oak 
Mayor James P. Cllne. 

"They have ideas, on how to 
cope with (ho drug 'problem. 
Ttiey want to bo involved hi 
solving the problems," Mrs. 
McNamee said. 

They, all want to gel hew 
programs going to combat the 
drug problem, however, without 
knowing what programs alrea- 
dy exist. City olliclnls are now 
trying to got Uiem to work 
within tlie existing framework, 
she said. ' 

A second demand of the 
committee U that Royal Oak 
and Blrmbigham provide fund- 
hig and facilities for a drug 
treatment center to deal with 
the problem of tho hard drugs 
which pose such a great danger 
JiLthojaimmunltv. 



generation professes concern 
about tlio drug problem. "Well, 
lot them face up to It," ho said. 
' Although the youths say tlioy 
want Memorial Park reopened 
tomiediatoly tliey're unsure 
how to convince authorities this 
summer's events won't repent 
themselves. 

"Wo can't demand the park 
back unless wo can guarantee 
no hard drugs," a spokesman 
for tho People's Defense 
Committee told a gntlierlng of 
about 12S teens. "We want hard 
drugs out." 

If the ydung people ore 
unsure of the park's future, the 
neighbors ore pessimistic. 

"It's not a public pnrk 
niiihnoro," said Richard Os- 
wald, 32, whoso homo faces 
Memorial Park. Authorities lot 
the teens "have their way so 
long they think it's tlielrs. 

"My children haven't set foot 
In tho pnrk for two yeors. I 
took 0 walk there twice this 
summer. But I wasn't welcome 
through there. Hioy cyoballed 
me all the way through tlie 
park. 

"And I don't tliink nnytlilng's 
going to change," ho sold.

Hien at 3:05 ajn., Idaho 
Power workers gave up hope of 
repairing tJic transformer and 
brought in a mobile tran- 
sformer for the nreo. 

The Richfield transformer 
will have to be taken to Boise for 
rebuilding, "If tliat Is possible,"

Over 1,056 customers wore 
offectcd for voried' periods of 
time during Uic storm. 

About 300 customers lost use 
of power when tlie Richfield 
transformer was struck by 
lightning, and. anothor 867 
customers in Jerome lost power 
for on hour when someone 
tltrew a chain over a power line.
